Washington and Grant Alike in Their 
Fondness for the Noble Friend 
of Mankind. 


The disposition of the late Presi­ 
dent Grant to talk horse was a great 
cause of offense to certain prim peo­ 
ple. 
If they had consulted history 
they would have learned that horse 
talk was also a characteristic of that 
distinguished soldier and fine old Vir­ 
ginia gentleman. George W ashington 
by name, declares a w riter 
in 
the 
Army and Navy Journal. 
“I found,” 
w rote the a rtist Gilbert Stuart, “that 
it was difficult to Interest W ashington 
In conversation while I was taking his 
portrait. 
I began on the revolution, 
the battles of Monmouth and Prince­ 
ton, but he was absolutely dumb. Aft­ 
er a while I got on horses 
I had 
touched ihe right chord.” Washington 
was then president of 
the 
Bruted 
States and 
resided in Philadelphia, 
w'here he had a stable of six and twen­ 
ty horses. 
He used to say th at he 
needed but one good quality in a 
horse and that was to go along, for 
he could always keep his saddle, pro­ 
vided the animal could keep his legs. 
After the surrender 
at 
Appomattox 


Grant had not a word to say about 
the stirring events through which he 
had just passed, but as he sat over 
his campfire that night he turned to 
his quarterm aster and said: 
“Ingalls j 
do you remember that old white mule 
So and So used to ride in Mexico?” I 
Of course, under the circumstances, j 
Ingalls w as prepared 
to 
remember \ 
th at or any other 
experience that 
pleased his chief. 
He probably would 
not have cared, however, to remember 
just then the disastrous speculation 
in raising potatoes in which he w’as 
G rant’s partner when they were sta^ 
tioned together in Oregon.

The financier sleeps in the sun which 
pours through a great window'. 
His 
bed is a long couch. Near it is a tele­ 
phone with receiver down. 
Before he sleeps he takes off his 
boots. 
When the office boys hear him 
bustling around to put on his boots 
they know that in a few* minutes call­ 
ers may get their names sent in. 


Louisa May Alcott, who was proba­ 
bly the most popular writer of young 
people’s stories of the last generation, 
left in a diary the following charac­ 
teristic story of her own early child­ 
hood; 
“Running away was one ot the de­ 
lights of my early days.’’ she wrote. 
“On one of these occasions I passed 
a varied day with some Irish children, 
who hospitably shared their cold po­ 
tatoes, salt fish and crusts with me 
as we revelled in the ash heaps which 
then adorned the waste lands where 
the Albany depot now stands. 
A trip 
to the Common cheered the afternoon, 
but as dusk set in and my friends de­ 
serted me I felt that home was a nice 
place after all. and tried to find it. 
I 
dimly remember watching * a 
lamp 
lighter as I sat to rest on some door 
steps in Bedford street, w here a big 
dog welcomed me so kindly that I tell 
asleep with my head pillowed on his 
curly back, and was found there by 
the town crier, whom my distracted 
parents had sent in search of me. His 
bell and proclamation of the loss of a 
‘little girl, 6 years old, in a pink frock, 
white hat, and new green shoes,’ woke 
me up, and a small voice answered 
out of the darkness: ‘Why. d ata m e!’ ” 
The story adds that the fun ended
